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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to communication filed on 3/7/06 in whicli claims 1-30, 32- 
40, 42-71 and 73-141 are pending. The applicant's amendments have been fully 
considered. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 6 is objected to because of the following infomnalities: line 3 recites, 
"Phase locked loop". Is it the same as the one recited in claim 3? Appropriate 
correction is required. 

2. Claim 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 3 recites "an 
operating parameter"'. Is it the same as the one recited in claim 4? . Appropriate 
correction is required. 

3. Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 3 recites "a 
programmable power down signal". Is it the same as the one recited in claim 5? . 
Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Claims 9-10 are also objected because they depend on a rejected base claim. 

5. Claim 12 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 3 recites "an 
operating parameter". Is it a second one? Since an operating parameter was already 
recited in claim 4. Appropriate correction is required. 

6. Claim 15 is objected to because of the following informalities: "a reset signal" is 
recited in line 3. It is a different one as the one recited in claim 13? Appropriate 
correction is required. 
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7. Claim 17 is objected to because of the following informalities: "a reset signal" is 
recited in line 4. It is a different one as the one recited in claim 13? Appropriate 
correction is required. 

8. Claim 33 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 3 recites "an 
operating parameter". Is it the same as the one recited in claim 29? . Appropriate 
correction is required. 

9. Claim 57 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 3 recites. 
"Buffer memory circuitry". Is it the same as the one recited in claim 54? . Appropriate 
correction is required. 

10. Claim 80 is objected to because of the following informalities: lines 3-4 recite 
"differential driver circuitry" and "pair of differential signals. Are they the same as the 
one recited in claim 79? . Appropriate correction is required. 

1 1 . Claim 87 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 3 recites, 
"Buffer memory circuitry". Is it the same as the one recited in claim 54? . Appropriate 
correction is required. 

12. Claims 103-110 are objected to because of the following informalities: line 1 
recites "circuitry". Which circuitry is the claim referring to? Since claim 102 recites four 
(serializer, control, input and output) different circuitries? Appropriate correction is 
required. 

13. Claims 1 13-120 are objected to because of the following informalities: line 1 
recites "circuitry". Which circuitry is the claim referring to? Since claim 112 recites four 
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(deserializer, control, input and output) different circuitries? Appropriate correction is 
required. 

14. Claim 136 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 3 recites 
"loopback circuitry". Is it the same as the one recited in claim 135? . Appropriate 
correction is required.
